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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office Action dated on 05/18/2009, applicants amend filed on 
11/17/2008 as follow: 

Claims 15-23, 38, 51 and 54 are amended. 
Claims 9-32, 36, 38, 40 and 45-58 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 05/18/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues "the claims 24 includes the limitation, "the row type being 
selectable from a set of row types... Accordingly, Applicant respectfully asserts that the 
claims are of different scopes." 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with the above argument. Although claim 24 
also includes recited the additional limitation; however, when query is executed data are 
being selected from the row which may be different row. Therefore, the scope of the 
both of the claims is the same. Maybe a few more words or less, but they are the same 
scope. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 56 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claim 24. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
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proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of 
the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-32, 36, 38, 40, 45-55 and 57-58 are allowed when applicants overcome 
the claim objection as set forth in this rejection.
